The divorce suit of George Gog against 
Olivia Gog crowded Judge Lubke’s court- 
room this morning, Gog is ashoe manafac- 
turer doing business at 217 Elm street. When 
the case was called James J. McBride gppeared 
for the defendant and stated that he desired 
to withdraw the answer to the petition. The 
plaintiff then took the stand. me had resided 
in St. Louis thirty years. He had lived with 
the defendant ten years and ten months. The 
first trouble between bim and his wife had com- 
menced three weeks after their marriage, when 


she refused him the use of the parlors and 
of the library on the ground that the furnl- 
ture and books were hers, having been left 
vente aformer husband.

His children 
were refused warm clothing while her child 
was well clad. A discriminaticn was also made 
in the feeding of his children and her child. 

When his daughter Annie had been sick Mrs. 
Gog had refused to let her have a doctor. 
Again, when Annie had a sore foot the wife 
had forced the child to goto school, although 
the child had to hold on to fences and houses 
in order to get there. 
On Decoration Day, 1882, Mrs. Gog bad driven 
witness from the house, and he had been 
obliged to remain away all night. Once, when 
his factory had burned down, she had ex- 
pressed a wish that he nad been burned with 
it. At another time, in the presence of 
an invited party of guests she expressed the 
wish that he wasinh—l. Witness said he had 
left his wife on the i2th of last May, since 
which time he had supported her.

The Federal Grand-jury was already in ses- 


sion this morning when Judge Treat ascended 


the bench in the United States District Court. 


District-Attorney Bashaw appeared and asked 
the Court to defer decision on the motion to 


call a special jury for the fourth Mon- 
day in February or the first Monday in 
March. Judge Treat replied: ‘I did 
not intend to pass on the motion to- 
day. There is a matter there worthy 
of consideration. The statutes have been 
changed so frequently that technicalities may 


arise, and I wish to look into the questions. , 


Mr. Bashaw said there was the same reason 
for asking for the postponement. Since making 
the motion the District-Attorney, and the 
Special Counsel, Mr. Dyer, had further con- 
sidered the points, and wished to examine the 
questions, which are suggested, It was ac- 
cordingly decided to lay over the matter 
until the law had been examined when the 
legal representatives of the Government will 
call up the question again. Judge Treat called 
Mr. Bashaw before the bench and quietly 
pointed out the questions arising in the con- 
sideration of the motion. The calling of a 


special petit jury to try the cases has been 


suggested by members ofthe Grand-jury. In 


the course of their investigation they have 


called several of the offenders be- 


fore them, and on questioning them 


found them clothed in a feeling of security 


which made them independent, and in one or 


two instances almostinsolent. The promises 
of protection from the ‘‘bosses’* have in- 
spired the underlings with courage, which a 
few convictions would, however, readily dis- 
sipate.

LIGHT REGARD FOR THE CONSEQUENCES.

to an arbitrary system of discrimination 
which favored the few against the many. 


What the many want is not a reversal 


of this injustice in the shape of retalia- 
tion in their favor. All they ask is justice 
and no favor. They recognize that a 
large amount of freight can be handled 
| at a cheaper rate than a smaller amount, 


but they are not willing to have that plain 
principle of railroad management per- 
verted into a basis for ruinous dis- 
crimination and destructive extortion. 
They want fair and just rates made 
and they want them made openly and 
maintained honestly. They want these 
rates to be adjusted on some principle of jus- 
tice and upheld by legal sanction,and not to 
fluctuate as at present at the arbitrary 
dictation of railroad managers to serve 
the needs of some gigantic monopoly, orto 
build up a parasite corporation among a 
ring of directors. 

In other words, they want the plain, or- 
dinary, natural, legal and Constitutional 
rights of the citizen to be recognized, re- 
spected and enforced. 

This cannot be done as long as the vague 
and specious plea of ‘‘favorable terms to 
large shippers’’ is allowed to cover the 
whole catalogue of iniquities which are 
continuously perpetrated in its name asa 
fundamental principle of railroad man- 
agement.

THE CUSTOM 
of St. Valentine's day is older than the day, 
that is, it fourished before the management of 
the Claudian prosecution pulled the head off 
the good Bishop Valentine, 270 years after 
Christ or a grateful church canonized him 
for his charity. Before the dawning ofthe 
Christian era the Romaas set apart the 15th of 
November sacred tothe worships of the God 
Lupercus, who was supposed to lend fertility 
to foeks and fields during the coming year. 
The festivities were attended with much 
that was rude, savage and indecent. 
Even among the pagans of Ancient Europe 
the day had observances similiar to those at 
present, but lacking of course the refinements 
that modern facility hasthrown about it.

From beautiful cards 
the designs go by easy — ee through 
fans, banners, drums, bags, cupid bows, 
tambours, banjos, guitars, books and dress- 
ing cases, trimmed and made of satins and 
decorated with painted flowers, landscapes 


and figure pieces. They range in 
price from a few cents to $15. Some

A copy of a painting by Church, 
representing the power of love, is issued by 
the chromo house of Prang & Bro. It is done 
on satin andin the closest possible imitation 
of hand- painting. It represents a lovely maid- 
en seated on a bank and holding by a chain of 
flowers a lion, who lies submissively and 
adoringly at her feet. The reproductions of 
this are mounted on banners,banks and mou- 
choir cases. It is about 8x10 inches in size 
and is one of the most delicate and exquisitely 
beautiful things imaginable. The trade among 
the stationers and jewelers in handsome val- 
entines is very great. Two-thirds of the 
patronage comes from ladies although the 
more expensive purchases are by gentlemen. 

SOME OF THE NOVELTIES, 

as valentines, were to the front during the 
holidays and are made upon a substance called 
ivorine, because of its close resembiance to 
ivory. Its excellence iies in the fact that with 
a finish like that beautiful material it can be 
made much thinner, in factas thin as paper, 
and be run througu a steel engraver’s press, 

roducing the most soft and velvety finish 
nthe world. On sheets of this are printed 
beautiful steel engravings and etchings. The 
sheets are then mounted in various ways. One 
handsome valentine is in the shape of a book 
tied with silk strings and plush balls. On some 
dozen plates which the covers enclose are pic- 
tured the homes of the English poets. Shak- 
speare, Scott, Byron, Burns. Tenny- 
son and others are each given à leaf 
on which is an elegantiy engraved and colored 
portrait of the house or castle made famous by 
their associations. Under each is a bit of de- 
scriptive verse from the poet himself. 

Another line is in the mounting of satin 
paintings on articles combining both useful- 
ness and beauty. Dainty little Kate Green- 
away figures, pretty ansies, pur- 
ple and old, grasses, birds, old wmilis 
and English hedges and every object and scene 
of pictu ueand quiet merit are used to lend 
vaiue to andkerchief-cases, glove-boxes, 
opera-giass kets, etc., whose intrinsic 
beauty would have already made them wel- 
come on any dressing tabie.

to distinguish them. Very pretty valentines 
are painted upon silk made into sachet bags. 
Large pockets filled with perfume to be hung 
upon back of a rocking chair are among 
this class. These are the novelties, but there 
are hundreds of other beautiful ones in the 
familiar styles ot cards or pamphlets, per- 
haps a bit more artistically done than formerly. 
THE ETIQUETTE 
of the season allows the ladies to send these 
tokens to their gentiemen friends and in that 
respect the custom often serves the happy 
pespece of reassuring some timid swain;a 
lessed provision in these times of economy, 
celibacy and feminine numerical predomin- 
ance.

PSYCHOLOGICAL EXPERIENUE, 


The Strange Adventure of Rev. Mr. Ray- 
mond’s Baggage Check.

Boston, February 8.—Pyschological expe- 
riences have beceme decidedly fashionable at 
the ‘‘Iiub’’ of late. Whether this is attrib- 
uted to the vogue of the Theosophical Society 
during Bishop’s visit, or the influence of 
Rider Haggard’s thrilling tales, it is not easy 
to say, but the fact remains that the most 
recent event of this kind that has set people 
wondering is the experience of the Rev. Mr. 


Raymond, principal of St. Mark’s Academy. 
Mr. Raymond is a scholar and a clergyman 
of high reputation and unimpeachable ver- 
acity. Here is the story as he told it to the 
POST-DISPATCH’S eorrespondent: 

A few days ago I was returning home, after 
spending the holidays in New York. As the 
train neared Boston 1 ut my hand in 
my pocket to get the ticket for my 
trunk.

Iam positive that I did not put it there, and, 
in fact, had not touched the match-box since 
ontering the room until I found it as I have de- 
scribed. I fliled the box with matches just be- 
fore l left for New Yorktwo weeks before, and 
had no such acheck in my possession then.“
